The present Council is perfectly competent to 
decide the general question, and the object of 
the Staats- Zeitung in trying to push it over until 
the next Council is not by any means clear.

SURRATT CONTROVERSY. 

The controversy between ex-President John- 
son and Judge Holt concerning the execution of 
Mrs. Surratt is both needless and unsavory, 
though it is but justice to say that it has been 
forced upon Mr. Johnson. There was no on- 
sion for the card published a couple of months 
ago by Judge Holt, in which he charged that the 
recommendation for mercy in Mrs, Zurratt's 
ease, signed by the Judge Advocate, by Judge 
Bingham, and by all the members of the Court, 
had been utterly ignored by President Johnson, 
Mr. Johnson now says that he never saw this 
paper or heard of it until after the execution 
had taken place, and he detailed the circum- 
stances under which the sentence of the Court 
was submitted to him. It seems that it did 
not come to the Executive Office through 
the War Office, which would have been the nat- 
ural course for it to take, but was brought to 
Mr. Johnson by Judge Holt in person, who went 
over the findings of the Court with the Presi- 
dent, and, having secured the signature of the 
latter approving the several sentences, he then 
carried away the papers. Mr. Johnson Bays, 
further, that Judge Holt personally urged him 
not to allow the question of sex to modify the 
sentence in Mrs. Surratt's case, saying that the 
law made no distinction; and that the woman 
who had thus unsexed herself was more worthy 
of punishment than a man who had been simi- 
larly guilty. As the controversy stands now, it is 
simply question of veracity between Mr. vobn- 
son and Judge Holt. 


. The only real point at issue is whether Mrs. 


Surratt was guiltyor not. If it can now be 
proved that she was innocent of the crime for 
which she was executed, it will then indeed be- 
come @ matter of some importance’ whether 
Judge Holt suppressed the reaommendation to 
merey, or whether Mr, Johnson declined to give 
it any consideration after his attention was dra vu 
to it. It is stated that Judge Holt is still of the 
opinion that Mrs. Surratt was a principal in the 
assassination of President Lincoln, that she was 
properly tried under the articles of war, and 
jostly sentenced. If this is still his belief, he 
seems to be engaged in very poor business 
when he comes back cn Mr. Johnson at this time 
for disregarding the recommendation of morcy 
in her cane. If Mrs. Surratt was guilty of de- 


liberately abetting a conspiracy against the life 
of President Lincoln, she was guilty of 


one of the most heinous crimes ever committed 
in any age or country, aud she was entitled to 
neither mercy nor sympathy by reason of her 
sex or any other condition. As long as Judge 
Holt hoids this to be true, he is guilty of an act 
of weakness in his effort to make her execution 
appear now asecryel thing, and to throw the 
blame for it upon ex-President Johnsen. If he 
had opened this controversy with an expression 
of his belief that the woman was innocent, 
backed up by evidence, there wonld then be some 
merit in his charge upon Mr. Johnson, if he 
should be able to prove it. As it is, Judge Holt 
is utterly inconsistent, and, in the absence of 
any further proof on either side, the public will 
be apt to accept Mr. Johnson's statement of the 
case as the true one. 1

THE NEW YORK ELECTION FRAUDS. 
The recent election in New York City con- 

firmed to seme extent the impression already 

very general, that the new apd so-called Be- 
form” party in that city is not actuated by any 
higher motives than the faction which it dis- 
placed, The work of the new Government had 
shown no reduction of expenses prior to the 
election, and the manner in which the election 
wag conducted exhibited the same contempt for 
fairness st the polis which was observed under 
the rule of Boss Tweed in the days of the old 


corrupt Tammany party. The frauds were of the 


boldest and most outrageous description, end 
seem to have been organized under the joint aus- 
pices of the Custom-House Bepublicans and « 
elique of corrupt Democrats. The most promi- 
nent men charged with complicity in these 
frauds are Oliver Charlick, 6 Democrat and a 
member of the Board of Police Gommissioners 
sppointed by Mayor Hayemeyer; Henry 
Smith, »® Ring Republican, and John 
L. Davenport, United States Gommission- 
er, who made himeelf obnoxious s year 
ago by asystem of inquisiterig] and arbitrary 
errests. Charlick’s complicity in the frauds wag 
so manifest that the Tammany Society expelled 
bim immediately after the election, and they 
have further announced their intention of 
Havemeyer, As to Davenport, it is said that ev- 
idence can be produced against him which will 
him to resign. This jg not probable. Mr 

belongs to that class of officeholders 
who seldom die and never resign. The only 


remedy which exists for illegal arrest is a per- 


sonal action against Commissioner Dgyenport. 
It is inumated, however, that the Tammany As- 
sociation will supply the counsel and the neces- 
sary funds for prosecuting all suits that may be 
brought on their merits. 


To understand the sityation thoroughly, it 


must be remembered that the Tammany Hall of 


to-day is not the ate institution that it wasp 


few years ago. It was thoronghiy reorganized 
after the downfall of Tweed, and has since 
claimed to be in full sympathy with the Reform 
movement.

failure to secure the other two was through no 
fault of theirs. The evidence before the Tamma- 
ny Association ineluded false counts of the votes, 
intimidation of voters, Illegal arrests, the sum- 
mary removal of Tammany inspectors without 
cause om.the morning of the election, etc. 
Affidavits were presented to the effect that, in 
one election distriet, the inspectors brushed the 
ballots from the table without counting them, 
and declared Mr. Wilds, the Custom House can- 
didate for Assemblyman, to be elected. In other 
districts, there was no pretense of counting the 
ballots, the boxes having been taken away. In 
oue of the Senatorial Districta, the attempt was 
made to count out the Tammany candidate and 
count in the Custom-House candidate. Alto- 
gether, the evidence shows a depraved political 
condition in no wise superior to that of 2 few 
years ago, when Tammany was the offender; 
and the citizens of New York will do well to in- 
sist upon a prompt investigation and the impar- 
tial punishment of all who shall be proved to be 
guilty, if they do not wish to be overrun snd 
downtrodden asin former years. The Oustom-

than Tammany did in ite most corrupt days.

MR. CLARY’S TESTIMONY. 

We continue this morning the publication of 
Mr. Registrar Clary's evidence before the Com- 
mittee of the Board of Trade concerning irregu- 
larities in the warehouse business. The state- 
ment is very diffuse, and probably appears little 
better than jargon to those not familiar with the 
warehouse business. Mr. Clary, however, makes 
some important statements. Speaking of the 
business and duties of his own office, he says 
that the registration of warehouse receipts is in- 
effectial to prevent frauds, but may detect 
them; that the law requires receipts to be can- 
celed before the grain is actually shipped out, 
but that this is not done; and that all the ele- 
vators deliver grain, more or less, without the 
surrender of receipts or their cancellation. It 
turns out that Mr. Olary’s department is not one 
of original information, He obtains ail his in- 
formation as to the amount and kind of grain in 
warehouse from the books of the warehouse, 
and in like manner all he knows about the ship- 
ment of grain, From these, if the books are 
kept honestly, he can from time to time tell how 
much grain is in store, and how many receipts 
ought to be out. When the warehousemen can- 
cel receipts, they exhibit them to him. 

The question that will suggest itself is, ot 
what possible use is the office of Registrar? His 
entire duty seems to be to visit the elevators and 
copy their entries of receipts and shipments, 
and see if their recéipte haye been yeaa 
ed. He admits that the registration of receipts 
cannot prevent fraud; but if the warehousemen 
keep their books honestly, then registration will 
detect fraud. How far a warehouseman, intend- 
ing to commit fraud, would keep his books hon- 
Munn & Scott. 

But the statement is made by Mr, Clary that 
all the elevators deljver gtain more or less with- 
out the surrender of receipts, and 


the cancel- 
lation of receipts fallen behind the shipments 
that Mr. Clary forcibly describes the situation by 
saying that, when the panic struck Chicago, it 
caught all these warehousemen “with their 
trousers down.” It depends on the honesty of 
the warehousemen in purehasing and otherwise 
obtaining receipts equal to the amount of grain 

shipped, in order to make things even. 

The law by which the State assumed the in- 
spection of grain, and generally the control of 
the warehouse business, is defective in the par- 
ticular that it makes no provision for a daily ac- 
count of the grain taken in or shipped out, and 
leaves the business of the cancellation of re- 
ceipts at loose ends. The law is singularly de- 
ficient in penalties for many acts which it pro- 
hibits, and for the non-performance of others 
that it commands. The Legislature this winter 
should remedy all these defects, and such other 
defects as have been pointed ont, eo that frauds 
may not only be detected but prevented.

THE PENNSYLVANIA CONSTITUTION. 

The people of Pennsylyania will vote on the 
adoption of the new Gonstitution on the 16th of 
December. The greatest danger which gwaits it 
is in the most necessary reform which it con- 
tains. It has provisions in regard to elections 
that have been propgred with the express pur- 
pose of defeating the frauds by which the elec- 
tions of Philadelphia and the State of Pennsyl- 


vania have been carried for many years past, | 


and the corruptionists threaten the defeat of the 
Constitution on this ground, If they can induce 


to join them in this effort, it may be that | 
che ‘new instrument will fail to seoure 6 major- | 


‘ity of votes, and Pennsylvania Will be given | 
over to corrupt political rule for years to come, 
which may strengthen itself so much in the 
meantime that it will be next to impossible ever 


to crush it out. The new Constitution provides | 


a system of voting similar to that which pro- 
vails in this State, The ballots are to be num- 
bored in the order received, and the number ro- 
corded on the registry-books, opposite the voter's 
name. The voter has also the privilege of writ- 
ing his name on the back of hie ballot. In addi- 
tion to these precautions, the attempt to influ- 
ene voters by corrupt means is to be punished 
by a forfeiture of the right of suffrage, and any 
candidate for office who ball be convicted of 
fraud is to be henceforth disqualified from hold- 
ing offiee of trust or profit. 

The adoption of the new Constitution will give 
the citizens of Pennsylvania many of the ad- 
mirabie | secured by the present Con- 
stitution of Tlinois, Gpecjal Jogislation is pro- 


hibited, the very language of the [ilinojs Con- 


stitution having been adopted. It is also pro- 
vided that a bill must be seed on three dif- 
ferent days before its final passage, aud mast 
then securé a majority of all the members (not 
merely the members present) before it can be- 
come a law. There are other festyres which go 
further than the Illinois Constitution, The | 
Railroad article is especially specific. It regu- 
acquiring property ugpecessary to the business 
of acommon carrict, forbids the pfficers from 
furnishing materials and supplies to raltroads 
with which they are connected, abolishes free 


passes, and provides for still other reforms. It 


encourages hompetition in the railroad business, 
There are still other reforms which commend

* ‘The Committee of the New York Associated 
Banks has made a report of several very important 
reforms, which have greatly excited the specu- 
lators in Wall street. The — recommends 
that: 

9. No check shall be certified until the full amount 
thereof has been deposited in the bank. 

3. Checks upon associated banks only to be received 
on deposit. 
4. The Clearing-House Committes shall fix the rate 
of discount on checks upon banks out of New York. 
6. All checks shall be taken at depositors’ risk, and 
collected through the Clearing-House; those not paid | 
to be returned to the depositors next day. 


The real reforms are contained in the two 


first-named resolutions. That relating to inter- 
est on deposits is one that is likely to be adopted 
by Congress. Its operation is open to some 
uncertainty. The New York banks, by offering 
to pay interest on balances, have always attract- | 
ed large sums of money from the country be- 
longing to other banks and bankers. This 
money, drawing 4 per cent, has been loaned out 
at much higher rates to the stock-gamblers. 
The prohibition of the payment of interest on 
these balances may have the effect of driving 
all these deposits to the private banking-houses, 
who will not be subject to the prohibition, and 
these latter establishments may thus gain busi- 
ness. Against this possibility there are the many 
and various ways by which the prohibition may 
be evaded. When a man has money to lend, and 
there are persons wanting to borrow it and pay 
for its use, experience has shown that the con- 
tract can be made and executed in spite of any 
prohibitory law. The whole history of the usury 


laws illustrates the impossibility of restricting | 


the hiring of money on any terms agreed upon 
between the parties. Bo the interest-on-deposits 
question is not likely to be solved in a hurry. 
The certification of checks without any oorre- 
sponding deposit by the drawer is a proceeding 
local and peculiar to New York. It has been un- 
lawfully and extensively carried on. It hasbeen 
the means by which all the speculators in gold 
and stocks in New York have done business. A 
broker purchasing s certificate of stock for 
$50,000 would draw a check on the bank where 
he kept his accounts for $45,000, and another

How 
far these reforms are practical can be asser 
tained in time; but that any reforms are pro- 
posed is evidence that the New York banks are 
sensible of the dangers of their intimate alli- 
ance with the jobbers of Wall street.
